Upon consideration of appellant's Emergency Motion for Stay of 
Extradition and appellee's Emergency Motion to Dismiss Appeal, or in 
the Alternative, Affirm Summarily Order of the District Court Denying

ORDERED by the court that the motion for summary affirmance is 
granted. All the substantial issues raised by appellant were previously 
presented to and conclusively resolved by the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Seventh Circuit.
